Mubarak accepts Navon’s 
invitation to visit Israel

BEN-GURIDN AIRPORT. — 
President Yitzhak Navon said 
yesterday upon his ’return from a 
one-day visit to Egypt that President 
Hosni Mubarak has accepted his in- 
vitation to visit Israel. 

■Navon said no date had been set 
for the visit. 

The president and his wife, Ofira. 
were in Egypt for the day to pay a 
condolence cal! on President Anwar 
Sadat’s widow, Jehan, and to lay a 
wreath on Sadat’s grave. 

Navon said his visit to Egypt had 
been an excellent opportunity to ex- 
change views on relations between 
the two countries. His talks with 
Mubarak touched upon the Palesti- 
nian autonomy negotiations, the 
Saudi peace plan, and other Middle 
East-related subjects, Navon said. 

David Bernstein, The Jerusalem 
Past Mideast Affairs Reporter, adds 
from Cain: . 

Visibly moved, President Navon 
and his wife yesterday laid a wreath 
on Sadat's grave at the tomb of the 
Unknown Soldier in Nasr City. 

Arriving at the open-pyramid- 
shaped memorial from Cairo Inter- 
national Airport, where they were 
received in a low-key ceremony on 
the runway by first deputy premier 
Fuad Mohieddin and his wife, the 
Navons first placed a wreath on the 
plain black stone marking the grave 
of the unknown soldier. Drums rol- 


led, bugles sounded, and Lhe guard 
of honour presented arms. 

The couple then moved a few 
steps forward, to place a second 
wreath on the simple white stone 
over the grave of Anwar Sadat. 
They stood in total silence con- 
templating the grave, emotion 
clearly showing on the faces of 
both, with the first lady blinking 
back tears. 

In the background,- behind the 
eternal flame, was the Nasr City 
Stadium, where Sadat was gunned 
down while reviewing a military 
parade last month. 

The president and his entourage 
— which included Egypt's foreign 
and industry ministers, Gen. Kama! 
Hassan Ali and Mohammed Taha 
Zaki, Egypt's Ambassador to Israel 
Sa'ad Mortada, and Israel’s Ambas- 
sador to Egypt, Moshe Sasson — 
then preceded to Giza to pay a 
courtesy call on Sadat's widow. 

The Navon’s visit was con- 
spicuously a private one, despite a 
red carpet welcome at the airport. 
The official 40-day mourning 
period, following Sadat's death, 
ended last Saturday, but the private 
mourning period,, which com- 
menced with the late leader's burial, 
only ends today. 

They spent about half an hour 
with Jehan and her family before 
going to their planned meeting with 
President Hosni Mubarak and his 
wife at their residence in Helipolis. 


Weinberger talks of ‘risks’ 
Israel will have to take

NEW YORK. — U.S. Defence 
Secretary Caspar Weinberger has 
said that the U.S. and Israel have to 
take risks to promote peace and 
break a stalemate in the Middle 
East. 

“We are going to ask our ally, 
Israel, to take prudent risks,” he 
said in a speech to the Anti- 
Defamation League of the B'nai 
B’rith organization on Monday 
night. He did not elaborate on the 
nature of the risks involved. 

Weinberger said U.S. friendship 
with Israel allowed for disagree- 
ment, such as last month's narrow 
Senate vote overriding Israel's 
strong protests to the sale of 
AWACS planes to Saudi Arabia. 
But he said: 1 “We are not going to 


move from our firm position that 
any (Middle East) plan must have 
recognition of Israel. Formal 
recognition has to be the premise of 
any plan.” 

"The only (plan) that meets this 
condition is Camp David.” the 
secretary said. 

"We remain as committed to that 
process as we ever were. We 
welcome proposals that can serve as 
a useful supplement, but we’re not 
going to be pressured into 
repudiating H. 

"We are not going to permit the 
security of the State of Israel and its 
capacity for self-defence to be 
eroded in any way,” .he pledged. 

Former president Gerald Ford 
was also at the dinner, but did not 
deliver a major speech. 


U.S. may propose reducing missiles 


WASHINGTON (AP). — President 
Ronald Reagan was reported by 
State Department officials yester- 
day to be ready to- propose a virtual 
elimination of U.S. and Soviet 
medium-range missiles in Europe. 

The president will deliver what is 
described as a major foreign policy 
speech today at the National Press 
Club. 

White House officials said 
Reagan will outline the U.S. posi- 
tion at Soviet-American negotia- 
tions starting Nov. 30 in Geneva on ' 


reducing nuclear forces in Europe. 

One State Department official 
said that Reagan will in effect en- 
dorse the so-called “zero option,” 
offering to forgo the planned 
deployment of all U.S. medium- 
range missDes in Europe if the 
Soviet Union agrees to withdraw 
comparable Soviet missiles aimed at 
European targets. 

But one official cautioned that 
hard negotiating lies ahead before 
success in that approach can be 
achieved. 


Iran calls for anti-Saudi protest 


TEHERAN. — Iran yesterday cal- 
led far demonstrations across the 
country on Friday to condemn 
Saudi Arabia’s eight-point plan for 
the Middle East, Teheran Radio 
reported. 

Earlier yesterday, the Saudi Ara- 
bian state radio unleashed a barrage 
of anti-Iranian vituperation, 
denouncing the Teheran -leaders as 
anti-Islamic, insolent and slaves of 


a" Wood lust”. 

It was the bitterest attack ever by 
the Saudi media since the outbreak 
of the Iranian Islamic Revolution 
that toppled the shah. 

“That clique has been destroying 
on the soil of Islamic Iran all that 
connects that country to its closest 
brothers and kin, while secretly es- 
tablishing ties with Israel,” said the 
radio in a news commentary. 


Fuel up 15% — petrol now IS8.80 


Fuel prices were raised by 15 per 
cent at midnight last night, by a 
joint decision of the ministers of 
finance and of energy. 

Ninety-four octane petrol will 
now cost IS8.80 a litre instead of 
IS7.60, and 84-octane petrol is up 
from IS6.80 to IS7.80 a litre. 

The price of heating fuel (solar) 
has been raised from IS5.50 to 
IS6.-30 a litre, and that of kerosene 
— from IS6 to IS6.90 a litre. The 
price of cooking gas is now 1S98.66 
-per. balloon, plus. VAT, instead 


of IS85.71. 

The Treasury explained the price 
hike by the. rise in the exchange 
rate. The price rise will save the 
Treasury some 15340m., which 
would have been paid in subsidies if 
fuel prices had been kept un- 
changed. 

In the wake of the fuel price hike, 
electricity rates are expected to go 
up by 10 per cent, and the price of 
water and of cement by 6 per cent. 
- The Treasury has Imposed an in- 
ventory tax on the stocks of fuel 
held by the distributors. 


Shavit quits El A1 
over Levy’s ‘meddling’

El Al was convulsed anew 
yesterday as board chairman 
Avraham Shavit resigned in 
protest against what he called 
Deputy Premier David Levy’s 
interference in the airline!s 
latest labour dispute. 

Shavit, who had assumed the 
chairmanship two years and four 
days before determined to rescue 
the troubled airline, said after 
tendering bis resignation to Tran- 
sport Minister Haim Corfu that 
Levy's resolution of the El Al strike 
the previous day had undermined 
the authority of the airline's 
management. 

In a show of support for Shavit, 
board member Aharon Dovrat also 
announced his resignation, and 
Pel eg Tamir other board members 
were reported to be following suit. 
El Al information chief Arnold 
Sherman also resigned. 

Shavit handed his resignation to 
Corfu yesterday afternoon and 
made public his decision at a 
meeting of the Knesset Economic 
Committee. He rejected appeals by 
Corfu and the committee to recon- 
sider his decision. 

“There is no chance,” he told The 
Jerusalem Post later. “I did not 
resign in order to go back.. Let 
them get another director. It will be 
the sixth in five years.” 

All members of the committee 
criticized the manner in which the 
government had handled the El Al 
strike, and some members said that 
Levy's interference had caused

serious damage and had jeopardized 
the prospects for rehabilitating the 
airline. 

Senior management sources also 
maintained that Shavit's resignation 
was a terrible setback to the at- 
tempts to revive the national car- 
rier. Under Shavit the company's 
losses were cut from S98 million in 
197 9/80 to 548m. last year and were 
expected to drop to S39m. this year. 
Much of this was due to Shavit's 
ability to pressure the airline's 4,500 
workers into accepting cuts in 
salaries and fringe benefits, as well 
as other economy measures. 

Shavit's economizing caused fre- 
quent clashes with the workers, who 
occasionally called sudden strikes 
or worked to rule. 

The latest clash was sparked by a 
letter which (he management sent 
the Histadrut on November 5 an- 
nouncing its decision to fire 18 


redundant flight engineers. The 
workers promptly launched a wild- 
cat strike which lasted 12 days, until 
Levy, with Corfu’s consent but 
without Shavit’s knowledge, gave 
them a note nullifying the manage- 
ment's letter. 

Shavit -confirmed that Levy’s in- 
tervention had triggered his resigna- 
tion. Asked by The Post whether he 
believed the government had under- 
mined his authority, he said, “Not 
Corfu. But I assume we were not ac- 
ceptable to the government. 

"That was the only thing I could 
conclude from the fact that it bypas- 
sed management, who knew 
nothing of the negotiations and 
mediation.” 

Shavit had learned the strike had 
end.ed from the radio. The airline’s 
board of directors subsequently 
tried to show its muscle by voting 
eight-to-two not to resume opera- 
tions until the workers submitted 
guarantees that strikes would not 
recur. 

However, the board's demonstra- 
tion was short-lived. Less than three 
hours after it was announced, Corfu 
met the members at his office in 
Jerusalem and told them to resume 
operations. 

“I can understand the workers.” 
Shavit said yesterday. "They see 
that when management doesn’t give 
in to their demands, the government 
does. I can't possibly run abusiness 
and give instructions to workers 
who don't ask us what to do and tell 
me I*m not the boss. David Levy 
didn't realize the seriousness of the

University tuition up, 
but also scholarships 

University tuition fees will rise in 
line with the real cost of education, 
but big scholarships will be granted 
to students who devote time as 
volunteers to approved social or 
tutorial projects, the Knesset 
Education Committee voted un- 
animously yesterday.

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Demands of ‘the 13’ 
rejected by Aridor

Finance Minister Yoram Aridor 
yesterday met with the represen- 
tatives of the “13 works commit- 
tees,” to discuss — and reject — 
three demands they had presented. 
The 13 committees represent 
workers in some of the country's 
most important enterprises and 
have came together outside the 
framework of the Histadrut. 

The works committees demanded 
that the tax reductions Tor shift 
work which have been granted to 
industrial workers, be extended also 
to services, -that income tax be 
reduced on overtime, work and 
productivity premiums, and that al- 
lowances for workers to spend vaca- 
tions in rest-homes be exempted 
from tax. 


They also expressed their con- 
cern over the finance minister's an- 
nounced intention to introduce 
legislation for the payment of a 100 
per cent cost-of-living allowance, 
with a freeze on other wage in- 
creases except those due for higher 
productivity. The works committees 
fear that this will make it impossible 
for them to gel individual and 
enLerprise-wide wage increments. 


Aridor turned “the 13” down 
saying that he was in favour of 
general tax reductions but that-the 
feasibility of this depended on the 
degree to which the budget could be 
cut. 

Aridor also rejected tax reduc- 
tions on overtime as impossible, and 
said that employers should pay 
more for overtime if they were in- 
terested in getting it. As for ex- 
empting vacation allowances, he 
doubted whether this would really 
induce people to go to rest-homes. 

Aridor said that he would be glad 
to meet with “the 13" periodically, 
and also that he would be glad to 
meet, at any time, with the 
representatives of the Histadrut, if 
they were to ask for such a meeting. 

The meeting with the represen- 
tatives of 13 works committees is 
seen by the Histadrut as a clear at- 
tempt to undermine it. 

The group includes the works 
committees of the Electric Corpora- 
tion, the ratings and Officers unions 
of the merchant navy,* Israel Aircraft 
Industries, El AL, Ashdod and Hafa 
Ports, the post and communications 
technicians, the Civil Aviation Ad- 
ministration workers, the Dead Sea 
Works and Israel Television. 


Belfast soccer fever for Israel match

BELFAST. — The Israel national 
soccer team arrived here yesterday 
to a tense Northern Ireland, unset- 
tled by the IRA assassination of 
Protestant MP Robert Bradford last 
Saturday. 

British troops have been keeping 
a low profile in the streets of Belfast 
but local security personnel are out 
in force and there are many guards 
in bullet-proof vests at the hotel 
where the Israel team is staying for 
their World Cup qualifying game 
against Northern Ireland. 

Soccer fever has gripped Belfast 
as the Irish already see themselves 
in the finals for the first time since 
1958. ■ 

Bookmakers here are betting 6 to 


1 against an Israel win. 

A full-house of 40,000 fans will 
watch the game at Windsor Park 
which kicks off at 10 p.m. Israel 
time. 


In the Israel camp, the players are 
relaxed. “We have found in the past 
week that we can keep our feet also 
in wet and muddy conditions, and a 
4-! win over Portugal has given our 
players a lot of confidence,” Israel 
captain Gideon Damtj told The 
Jerusalem Past. 


What is not being revealed by Bil- 
ly Bingham, the Ireland coach, is 
the tactics his team will adopt. 
While a draw would suffice Ireland, 
they cannot take the risk that Benny 
Tabak, Uri Malmillian or Damti 
snatch a goal for Israel.

(Costumed from page one) 
protest Monday's destruction by the 
army of four houses in the area after 
sons of the residents had allegedly 
confessed ,to throwing molotov 
cocktails at passing Israeli traffic. 
They opened as soon as the 
demonstrators dispersed. 

The High Court of Justice yester- 
day issued an interim injunction 
barring the mflita^ government 
from destroying the house of a Beit 
Sahur resident whose son was 
detained for allegedly throwing an 
incendiary bottle at a military vehi- 
cle. Ya’akub Shumali claimed that 
his son Tarek, 19, was detained on 
Sunday and said he feared that his 
house would be demolished. Last 
May Shu mali and his family were 
banished from their home but were 
allowed to return a week later fol- 
lowing an international outcry. 

Security forces have also 
detained a number of people in the 
village of Aboud near Ramallah fol- 
lowing Saturday's stone-throwing 
incident there in which an Israeli 
woman was injured. 

The High Court of Justice 
yesterday also granted three vil- 
lagers from Tsurif near Hebron an 
interim injunction barring the 
military government from building 
on land which the armv has seized 


for a Nahal outpost. The villagers’ 
advocate, Elias Khoury, said that 
the army has seized 440 dunams a 
week ago and surveyors had begun 
working on Sunday. 

Before the petition was submit- 
ted, villagers had stopped the sur- 
veyors from marking out the land. 
Yesterday soldiers arrived in the 
early morning and ordered the vil- 
■ lagers to remain inside their homes 
while surveying continued. 

Earlier this week the government 
decided to return some 900 dunams 
of land seized in 1976 for military 
purposes from Arab owners on 
Jabel Tawfl near el-Bireh. Two 
hundred dunams of state-owned 
land will be given to Jews who in- 
tend establishing the settlement of 
Psagot which will straddle a planned 
new highway linking Jerusalem, the 
Atarot airport and the settlement of 
Beit-El, by-passing the Arab towns 
of Ramallah and el-Bireh. 

Following .a discussion between 
officials of the Defence Ministry, 
the various settlement departments 
and the Justice Ministry, it was 
decided not to release 460 dunams 
of land held by the custodian of 
enemy property. The government’s 
decision follows an interim injunc- 
tion barring work on the site issued 
in July this year.

EEC move on Sinai awaits Fez summit 


BRUSSELS (Reuter). — Formal 
European Common Market support 
for participation by four EEC 
countries in the Sinai Multinational 
Force and Observers (MFO) could 
be delayed until after an Arab sum- 
mit at the end of this month. EEC 
diplomatic sources said yesterday. 

Britain. France. Italy and - the 
Netherlands have made clear their 
readiness to take part in the force. 

But Greece's new socialist 
government has so far opposed/ a 
joint statement of support by the 
EEC, fearing that this - could an- 
tagonize Arab opinion. 

A Greek spokesman said after a 
meeting of EEC foreign ministers 
yesterday that Greece still main- 
tained this position, but he- added 
that the situation was still evolving. 

British Foreign Secretary Lord 
Carrington told a press conference 
that consultations betw een the EEC 
plates were continuing, and said that 
he hoped a formal announcement 
could be made soon. 

“The problem is that we have ob- 
viously got to state what we say in a 
manner which is least provocative 
to everybody,” Lord Carrington 

said. , , , 

Arab leaders are to hold a summit 

meeting in Fez, Morocco, on 
November 25-28, and EEC 
diplomatic sources said prospects 
for an EEC declaration on both the 
Sinai force and the Middle East 


conflict in general could become 
clearer then. 

British diplomatic sources said 
there was no question of the 
readiness of the four governments 
to take part In the Sinai force, and 
an eventual declaration could con- 
sist of two parts. 

The first would concern the Sinai 
force, in the form of a response to 
the U.S. invitation to Britain in par- 
ticular to join. 

The second would be a reaffirma- 
tion of the EEC’s own independent 
line on the Middle East, as stated in 
its Venice Declaration of June 1980 
and in subsequent statements since. 

In any case, diplomatic sources 
said, the EEC contribution to the 
Sinai force was likely to be very 
modest. * 


French Foreign Minister Claude 
Cheysson said that France, and pos- 
sibly the other three countries, 
would probably only lend logistical 
support to the operation, rather 
than actual troops. 


Lord Carrington, for his part, was 
non-committal about the nature .of 
possible EEC participation in the 
force. 


The Fez summit of Arab leaders 
wiH coincide with an EEC summit in 
London on November 26-27, and 
diplomatic sources said the EEC 
countries may well wait until after 


this before issuing any new declara- 
tion. 

David Landau. The Jerusalem 
Post Diplomatic Correspondent, adds; 

The American civilian director of 
the MFO, Ray Hunt, said yesterday 
European contingents — if their 
governments eventually decide to 
send them — could play a par- 
ticularly useful role in the MFO's 
air, sea and signals units. But if they 
do not join, the MFO’s work, 
though “more difficult,” would 
proceed satisfactorily without them. 

Ray Hunt and Norwegian 
Gen. Frederick Bull-Hansen, the 
MFO’s military commander, called 
on Foreign Minister Yiztzhak 
Shamir yesterday to describe 
preparations for the March 20 
deployment date. 

Under the terms of the Israel- 
Egypl peace treaty, the MFO will 
be in place on March 20. but will 
only assume Ks functions on April 
25. after the Israeli withdrawal 
from Sinai ts completed. 

Hunt and Bull-Hansen flew in or. 
Monday night after several days of 
talks in Egypt, 

Along the international 
borderline, meanwhile, Israeli and 
Egyptian officers, cartographers 
and legal experts are busy 
delineating the precise international 
border from the Red Sea to the 
Mediterranean at Rafah.

Beit Hadassah killers 


sentenced to life terms

NABLUS. -- A military court here 
yesterday sentenced the four ter- 
rorists who murdered six yeshiva 
students in Hebron last year to life 
imprisonment. 

The presiding judge, Sgan Aluf 
Alexander Raraati. said that two of 
the three judges had wanted to im- 
pose the death sentence, a decision 
for which the law requires a un- 
animous opinion. The only person 
* v ? r ,^ ecule ^ under Israeli law was 
Adolf Eichmann in 1962. 

Adrian Jaber, 33, Yasser Zaydai, 
31, Mohammed Shubaki, 56. and 
27, were convicted of 
killing six and wounding 16 yeshiva 
students in an ambush last May, as 
the students were returning to 
Hebron's Beit Hadassah From Sab- 
bath eve prayers. 

The judges noted that the victims 
were civilians, in refuting defence 


counsel's attempt to link the attack 
with the Isracli-Arab conflict. The 
judges also noted that none of the 
terrorists had expressed remorse 
throughout the trial, nor cooperated 
with the court; but only made 
repeated political declarations. 

After sentence was passed, about 
100 members of Gush Emunim and 
the Kach movement demonstrated 
outside the courthouse entrance, 
shouting “blood for blood” and 
blocking the exit of the judges, at- 
torneys and relatives of the victims. 

Attorney Azriel Barak attended 
the trial as a representative of the 
bereaved families with a special in- 
terest: the defendant Shubaki is 
already serving a life sentence for 
murdering Barak’s son and 
daughter-in-law, Uriel and Hadas- 
sah, in Beit Guvrin in February. 
“This sentence is an invitation to 
other murderers to commit similar 
atrocities," Barak said. 


Israeli convicted of murder in NY 


NEW YORK (AP). — A 23-year-old 
Israeli citizen has been convicted of 
the $50,000 robbery-murder of a 
wealthy garment executive and the 
wounding of his wife in their luxury 
apartment in the Queens Borough 
of New York city. 

A jury of eight women and four 
men deliberated about two hours 
Monday after a two-week trial, 
before convicting Daniel Derbi of 
the murder of Elliot Hyman and the 
attempted murder of his wife, Ellen, 
last February 27. Sentencing has 
been scheduled for December 12, at 
which time Queens District At- 
torney John Santucci will seek the 


maximum penalty of 25 years to life. 

During the trial, Ellen Hyman 
identified Derhi as the man who kil- 
led her 57-year-old husband. San- 
tucci said Derhi used his position as 
a mirror installer to gain entrance to 
the Hyman apartment, where he 
shot and killed Elliot Hyman with a 
rifle and then fired at his wife as she 
tried to retreat into the bathroom. 
She was wounded in the side, lung, 
arm and hand. 


Derhi came to the U.S. from 
Israel in November 1979 on a three- 
month visa that had expired about a 
year before the slaying. 


Pupils renovate archeological site

Eighth and ninth-grade pupils

“We intend to use junior high 
school and high school pupils to 
clean up and renovate all the 
country's archaeological sites.” 
Education Ministry spokesman 
Yisrael Cohen told The Jerusalem 
Post last night. 

The work at the Beit Shearim 
catacombs, supervised by officials 
of the ministry's Antiquities Depart- 
ment, was done by pupils from the 
Greenberg high school in Kiryat 


Tivon and the Yokneam com- 
prehensive school. 

The ancient catacombs (and the 
ruins of the Second Temple and 
Mishnaic city) were first excavated 
by Prof. Binyamin Mazar during 
1936-40 and again, under Prof 
Nahrnan Avigad, in 1953-54. 


The area of the tombs and 
catacombs was not under ihe 
jurisdiction of the National Parks 
Authority and over the years fell 
into disrepair. 


The Antiquities Department has 
recently renovated and cleaned the 
synagogue at Katzrin, on the Golan, 
the mosaic floor of the Kiri Maria 
Monastery in Beit Shean, the Acre 
aquaduct and .other sites. 


Lahat accused of illegal spending

TEL AVIV. — The Alignment fac- 
tion in the city council this week ac- 
cused Mayor Shlomo Lahat of al- 
locating 1S22.000 for gardening out- 
side the Komemiut synagogue 
without the approval of the finance 
committee or the council. 

Questioned about the expen- 
diture at this week’s council 
meeting. Lahat reportedly replied: 
“I take responsibility for this action 
even if it is against the law, because 
Chief Rabbi Shlomo Goren (who 
leads services at the synagogue) 
asked me to do this.” 

The Alignment council members 
further charged that the city had 
recently leased tennis courts and 
playing Helds in the Yarkon Park's 
tennis centre to the Maccabi, Betar 
and Elilzur sports associations for 
49 years at a fee of one shekel a 
year. 


The Hapoel sports association, 
which belongs to the Alignment, 
continues to rent Helds from the 
municipality at IS1.5 million for 
seven years or IS 10.6m. for 49 years, 
the Alignment said. 


The Alignment faction voted 
against the cjty’s-proposed develop- 
ment budget, which was 
nevertheless approved at this 
week’s council meeting, because it 
-said the mayor could not explain to 
them how he intends to overcome 
the city’s ISl92m. deficit. 


The Alignment maintains that the 
municipality spends some 30 per 
cent of its development budget 
without the approval of the council 
or the Finance committee, as re- 
quired by the law. 


The mayor's comment could nol 
be obtained yesterday, as the 
municipality employs no spokesman 
at present. 


Attitude to mental illness improving 


Jerusalem Past Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — The public attitude 
towards mental illness has changed 
dramatically for the better in the 
past few years, Professor Marcel 
Assael, chairman of the Israel 
Psychiatric Society, said Monday. 
More than 200 scientific papers will 
be read during the society's three- 
day national conference which 
began yesterday in Jerusalem. 

“Having a mental illness is no 
longer considered a taboo subject,” 
he said, “and no longer do families 
try to send a sick member to an out- 
lying hospital where he will be out 
of public attention. Today, mental 
disturbances are becoming an ac- 
cepted ailment, like any other, 
which can be treated and generally 
helped; and the psychiatrist is 
becoming accepted on more or less 
the same level as the family doc- 


tor.” 


Moreover, Assael added, the 
work of psychiatrists is assuming 
new dimensions. In addition to be- 
ing consulted on various general 
health matters, “we are often called 
in to help an entirely normal person, 
who runs up against an intolerable 
situation, face the problem. He 
would have succeeded by himself, 
but our help smooths his path,” As- 
sael said. 

Dr. Katya Philosopb of the 
Health Ministry stated that 40 per 
cent oflsrael’s 21,000 hospital beds 
are in psychiatric wards. M oreover, 
she rejected the contention that the 
rate of hospitalization in Israel is 2.2 
•per 1,000, compared to a low of 1.5 
per 1,000 in the U.S. “If the patients 
in American mental nursing homes 
are included, the rate jumps to 3 per 
1,000. Unfortunately, we don’t have 
this type of nursing home in Israel.” 
she said. 


Drivestore seeks right to remain open on Sabbath

TEL AVIV. — Te! Avivians will be 
able to shop on Saturdays again, if 
the High Court of Justice accepts 
the Drivestore minimarket’s claim 
that closing it on weekends con- 
stitutes discrimination. 

The Drivestore’s owners, who ob- 
tained an order nisi Monday order- 
ing the city to show cause within 30 
days why the store should not 
operate on weekends, yesterday 
asked Mayor Shlomo Lahat to allow 
them to operate on weekends until 
the court debate. Lahat is expected 
to deny this request. 

The Drivestore, which served 
thousands of customers from the 
entire region as the only store open 
-seven days a week until midnight, 
was ordered closed on weekends 
and holidays by the municipality 
some three months ago, following 


pressure from the city’s religious 
factions. 

Drivestore owner Mordechai 
Sender said yesterday, -that many 
businesses operate in Tel Aviv on 
Saturdays despite the law. He cited 
stadiums, petrol stations, cinemas, 
beaches, museums and the 
Dolphinarium. "Why discriminate 
against the Drivestore. and against 
people who find it convenient to 
shop on weekends?” Sender asked.

Arab councils threaten to strike on Monday

Arab locah councils will begin on 
opeu-ended strike on Monday to 
protest what they regard as the 
government's failure to remedy 
their Financial situation, council 
heads warned at a press conference 
in Jerusalem yesterday. 

“Many of our villages and towns 
are still in the Middle Ages in terms 
of infrastructure and development.” 
said Ibrahim Nimr Hussein, mayor 
of Shfaram and chairman of the 
committee of heads of Arab local 
councils. 

He charged that, apart from the 
Education Ministry, no government 
department allocates funds for 
development in the Arab sector. 
“And even with this Education. 
Ministry funding, about half- the 
classes in the Arab school system 
still are conducted in rented, inade- 
quate rooms and not in school 
buildings," said Jamal Tarabeen. 
chairman of the Sakhnin local coun- 
cil. 

Tarabeen said that almost every 
Arab settlement, including Sakhnin. 
lacks amenities such as a sewage 
system, paved streets or roads and 
pavements. Sakhnin, a village of 
12.000. “has no clinic, no cultural- 
centre, no local council building. 
There are no libraries, no roads, no 
sports fields in any Arab town and 
almost all lack an outline plan 


( tochnit mii'ar), without which 
nothing can even be built,” said 
Tarabeen. 

Ahmed Abu Asbi, chairman of 
the Jatt local council, said that he, 
for example, has to replace the 
town’s water system, which dates 
from at least Mandatory limes. “It 
win cost us IS10 million. But our 
total annual development budget 
from the state amounts to IS 300. 000 
to IS400,000. So I shall be able to 
replace the water system — within 
about 30 years.” 

Abu Asbi pointed to the disparity 
between .private bunding, and each 
family’s economic state, and public 
building and development. “Sure, 
after years of work, the standard of 
living and housing of each in-' 
dividual and each family has risen. 
We are not complaining about this. 
But public construction and in- 
frastructure development are far 
behind.” 

The immediate cause of the 
threatened local councils' strike, ac- 
cording to the council heads, is that 
the state subsidy of Arab council 
operational or running budgets 
amounts to less than half, and in 
some cases a quarter, of state 
funding of Jewish settlements of. 
similar population and size. “Each 
council has thus amassed an 
average deficit of IS1 million. 
Nazareth has a ISl4 million deficit. 
So we are no longer able to pay our 


workers or provide services, ex-, 
plained Abu Asbi. 

Nazareth's municipal employees 
have been on strike since October 
29 because the city says it is unable 
to pay September wages. . 

“The state, via the Interior 
Ministry, funds Jewish settlements 
to the tune of IS6,000 per capita per 
annum, while Arab villagers and 
towns get IS 1 ,500 per capita per an- 
num,” said Hussein. • 

The chairmen denied charges 
made by the Interior Ministry * dis- 
trict representative in Galilee. 
Yisrael Koenig, that the lack oi 
development in the Arab sector 
resulted from nonpayment of taxes 
by the Arab residents and ‘‘in- 
competent administration" on the 
part of the local councils. 

“We have raised taxes in accor- 
dance with Interior Ministry direc- 
tives and sometimes beyond them, 
and the Arab villagers have a rate of 
payment as high as the Jews,” Hus- 
sein said. 

The Arab leaders, who yesterday 
met Knesset Interior Committee 
members to plead their case, are 
demanding that the government im- 
mediately cover the local councils’ 
deficits, correct the 
“discriminatory” disparity 'in state 
allocations to Jewish and Arab set- 
tlements, and provide the Arab sec- 
tor with “appropriate development 
budgets.” 


Buyer can retain title 
to land sold by fraud 


In a precedent -setting judgment, 
the Jerusalem District Court ruled 
recently that the innocent buyer of 
fraudulently sold land retains 
ownership of the property, even if it 
has been recorded in the land 
registry incorrectly due to fraud. 


The ruling was made in connec- 
tion with a five-dunam plot of land 
in the Ramol section of Jerusalem, 
owned by a resident of East 
Jerusalem, that was sold to a con- 
tractor by another man claiming to 
be the legitimate owner. The false 
owner was part of a Jewish-Arab 
land swindle ring, which obtained 
false title to tracts ofland by means 
of forged identity cards and false af- 
fidavits. 


Despite the fact that the seller of 
the tract of land was not the owner. 
Judge Ya’acov Bazak ruled that the 
buyer should retain title, because he 
purchased it innocently on the basis 
of land registry documentation, 
even though such documentation - 
was false. (Itim)

U.S. alters ruling on W. Bank goods

NEW YORK. — The U.S. Customs 
Service has backed down on its con- 
troversial ruling requiring “Made in 
Israeli Occupied West Bank” labels 
on go&ds imported froin the West 
Bank, according to Congressman 
Mario Biaggi of Queens. 

Speaking to reporters in New 
York, Biaggi said that the revised - 
policy quietly adopted last week 
permits any of three designations'. 
“Made in Israel,” “Made in Israeli 
Occupied West Bank” or simply 
“Israel.” According to Biaggi, the 


State Department had asked the 
customs office a month ago to make 
the ruling after wooden carvings 
and mother-of-pearl jewelry were 
imported from the West Bank. He 
added that be was not altogether 
pleased with the revision and hoped 
it would be only an interim policy. 

“I intend to seek elimination of 
the “Israeli Occupied West Bank 
designation,” he stated. “It is a 
political .statement which 
editorializes our position in an es- 
pecially sensitive aspect of our 
Mid east policy.” 


Key money tenants say

Government, Solidarity open 
major talks in Warsaw 


WARSAW (Reuter)’ — The Polish 
government and the Solidarity free 
trade union have opened major 
peace talks in search of a platform 
for cooperation, after 16 months of 
political and economic turmoil. 

The talks, which began yesterday 
in Warsaw after a delay apparently 
caused by last-minute indecision in 
the Solidarity camp, took place 
amid a mounting campaign by the 
government to persuade the mass 
labour movement to join some form 
of national front. 

But the union was unlikely to 
agree unless the government made 
real concessions on a range of key 


issues. The Rormm Catholic new 
spa per Sfowo Powszechtie Said 
yesterday that the Communists 
would have to relinquish their 
monopoly on power if Urey were to 
convince society of their goodwill. 

Stanislaw Ciosek, minister in 
charge of trade union affairs, 
headed the government delegation 
at the -talks, with Stanislaw 
Wadolowski leading the Solidarity 
side. 

A Solidarity spokesman told 
reporters that he did not expect any 
immediate breakthrough as the first 
session would be devoted largely to 
procedural matters. 


Top Russians admit failure 
of food, coal production 


MOSCOW (UPI). - The Soviet 
Union wi]I fall short of its 1981 
production goals in agriculture, 
coal, steel and construction, the na- 
tion's chief planner said yesterday. 

Nikolai Baibakov also told the 
opening session of the Supreme 
Soviet Lhat per- capita income would 
rise 2.1 per cent in 1982, small com- 
fort to consumers recently hit with 
stiff price increases. 

Baibakov, chairman of the 
agency that draws up the Soviet 
economic blueprint, blamed inef- 
ficiency in government ministries 
for the shortfalls. 

“These shortcomings, and also 
the difficulties that developed in 
agriculture, did not make it possible 
to ensure, for a number of indices, 
implementation of annual planned 


assignments,’' he told the nation's 
parliament 

Baibakov reiterated the concern 
expressed Monday night by Presi- 
dent Leonid Brezhnev before a 
plenary session of the Communist 
Party central committee. 

Brezhnev warned that food 
production was now the major 
economic and political problem fac- 
ing the nation. 

Baibakov said by 1985 average 
monthly income would be 177 ru- 
bles (IS3.438), seven rubles more 
than the current figure. In 
September, consumers were told 
the price of petrol had doubled 
overnight, arid thftt a variety of 
other goods from vodka to gold 
rings had jumped in cost by 17 to 27 
per cent.

Bangladesh's main opposition 
political party, the Awami League, 
has announced plans to march in 
the capital today, and elsewhere 
across the country on succeeding 
days to protest what jt says was 
wide-spread cheating in last Sun- 
day's presidential election.

spend some time in the Romanian capital. 

But at the same time, dozens erf other 
brochures tempt one to go up north where the 
countryside provides what is described as a 
"four season symphony .” “A world for each 
and everyone,- 1 promises another handout. 

Romania has been mounting an aggressive 
tourism campaign recently. Judging by facts 
and figures, it has been a stunningly suc- 
cessful offensive, claiming millions of tourists 
from East and West alike. 

The Romanians had divided their Ministry 


of Tourism into various departments, each 
focussing on the promotion of tourism from a 
different country. Even Israel, which provides 
only 30,000 out of the 6ft million annual 
visitors, has its own department, with its im- 
mediate aim being to increase Israeli tourists 
to 35,000. , 

Israelis are offered an all-season vacation at 
a price no other country can compete with — 
although Romania may still have to go a little 
way to catch up with the kind of logistics 
other touristic countries provide visitors with 
between arrival and departure. 

What the Romanians stress for Israelis are 
two things they do not have: the gorgeous 
landscapes of the Carpathians with their 
magnificent spas and winter resorts such as 
Poiana Brasov and Sinaia; and the country’s 
mineral and thermal water springs, where 
sophisticated health resorts have been 


blossoming against scenes of breath-taking 
natural beauty. 

Otherwise, like all other visitors, Israelis 
are asked “to cross the geographical space 11 
of Romania, “to get to know its history and 
culture and the country’s soul." 

The most striking impression one gets on 
taking this advice is that socially, politically 
and economically, Romania is a communist 
country whose heart is drifting westward. 

The Romanians not only boast such facts as 
being the only communist nation to be open 
to the world or maintain relations with Israel 
and all countries including Chile (with the ex- 
ception of South Africa) but they go as far as 
noting that they write the country's name with 
an “o" not a “u" to stress that they trace their 
ancestry and language to the Romans — or to 
the West. 

For more obvious, reasons, Romanians are 
usually reluctant to develop conversation in 
that direction. Even an escort such as the 
humorous linguist Calin Gheorghiu would 
rather refer you to statements by President 
•Nicolae Ceausescu. “Come on, call me Collin 
— the Western way. Don’t be formal,” he 


would say, during any discomfp 
political discussion.

“natives” pay 10 times the Israeli 
price for a loaf of bread - not a s ', 
good as our standard black bread 
and buy a quarter of a. cucumber 
wrapped in : plastic- or a . single 
tomato at .prices, that support . , 
foreign, including Israeli,' hot-house’ 
farmers in their enviable standards 
of living, that is not much of a ” 
r strategy. Still, it beats staying at ex-' . 
orbilantly. priced hotels . aid eating 
at restaurants which are mostly' 
beyond the reach of even. the well- 
paid 1 Scandinavians themselves. . 

The answer, for. us, -as noted, was an - 
organization called Servas and do- 
ing it by a sleep-in and. cook-in 
camper. Selvas is one' of a .number ~ 
of international organizations for ’ 
‘ the exchange of home hospitality 
for world travellers that have arisen 
in recent years to beat the high cost 
of touring. Its original and- ciprent 
main purpose is' to foster inter- 
national understanding afthe grass 
roots level. It has about <6,000 
members, spread over about 70 ' 
‘ countries, with about 125 in Israel, ■ : 

One can be either a Servas host or 
a traveller or both. Hosts commit; 
themselves to putting up travelling - 
members for two nights, with .dinner;, 
and breakfast and, most important 
of all, conversation. It sounds good* 
but there is usually room for seep-, 
ticism as to how such things work ; 
out in practice. We. were first turned ‘ 
on by a member we met one even- 
ing in Jerusalem, who told us she 
had spent a month in Hungary 
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unlimited

without staying at a hotel once. We 
later heard a similar story from 
other Israelis who have spent their 
time going from one Servas member 
fo another in_ Japan, and in India. 

' -After staying with 15 Servas 
families in*. Scandinavia and 
England,, our initial scepticism 
turned .into . undiluted enthusiasm. 
.The main thing that convinced us 
was the interesting selection of peo- 
ple who are members. Among those 
who 'accepted us warmly into their 
homes, and often brought in their 
friends to meet us were: the family 
•erf an unemployed naval architect in 
ah outlying island Denmark, who 
were, managing beautifully with 
their six children in a reconverted 
.farm house; a- young couple, both 
bus drivers in a Stockholm suburb, 
who Eyed is s small but enchanting 


bungalow in the middle of a spruce 
forest; a Hungarian refugee who 
had fled to England in 1956 and with 
his English wife had decided to 
return to nature and has been a sub- 
sistence crofter in an isolated penin- 
sula on the Atlantic coast of the 
Scottish highlands for the past 16 
years; and a Frenchwoman, married 
to an - English professor of 
mathematics, who live in a 
restored Elizabethan house a block 
away.fr otn Warwick castle. 

I cannot imagine another way in 
which we could have been exposed 
to so many aspects of ordinary life 
in the countries' we visited and to so 
many varieties of excellent home 
cooking. Even the condition of the 
Hungarian turned Scottish crofter 
— that we walk the last five mDes to 
his farm over a winding goat path — 


'turned into an enjoyable ex- 
perience. It turned out that this was 
a condition he employed for 
weeding out undesirable spoiled 
visitors. When MikJos decided he 
liked us, he arranged to take us 
back to our parked camper by an 
outboard motor boat on the choppy 
waters of Little Loch Broom. 

Given the “peace through con- 
tact and understanding" purpose of 
Servas, the membership is obviously 
not a perfect cross-section of the 
populations of the countries one 
visits. In our case, in Britain there 
was a preponderance of Quakers 
and of left-wing Labourites among 
our hosts. In Scandinavia, an over- 
representation of ban-the-bomb, 
return-to-nature, natural-food, 
bake-youT-own-bread types. Israeli 
preconceptions tend to categorize 
such people as part of the large bloc 
of anti-Israel sentiment • in the 
Western world. Our own experience 
put the lie to this prejudice. All the 
families who received us were 
profoundly interested in Israel and 
literally drained us dry staying up 
into the wee hours talking about 
Israel, Zionism, the Arab-Israel dis- 
pute and Judaism (since all our 
hosts were Christians, there was a 
very lively interest in things Jewish). 

The experience, as nice as it is, 
can be exhausting, if overdone. In 
our case 25 nights as such guests out 
of 60, was just the right balance. 
The rest of the time we slept in our 
camper, in camps and in tourist or 
parking lots, 

The arrangement for contacting 
hosts is that one obtains lists of all 
members in the countries one plans 
to visit from the local Servas coor- 
dinator in one's own country. The 
lists give names, addresses and 
phone numbers, number of guests 
that can be accommodated, the 
nature of. the accommodation (from 
cozy guest rooms to sleeping in 
one's own sleeping bags and sheets 
on mattresses on the f(oor) 
languages spoken, occupations, 
hobbies and travel experience. 
Ideally one should write ahead, 
which we did in most cases, and gel 
confirmation of an invitation, in the 
case of London, we relied on last 
minute phone calls and had no 
problem in lining up three bosts out 
of a a much larger list on two days 
notice.

This all is due to the Ministry of 
Tourism, which in its 10-year Jong 
existence has laid foundations for a 
thriving industry 'through careful 
planning.

hotels, resorts and spas have been 
mushrooming — but first a fully 
qualified structure was readied. 

The Romania Tourism Ministry 
set up a gigantic “Hotel and 
Tourism Training Centre” in 
Bucharest, with the assistance of 
the United Nations Development 
Programme. 

Almost 5,000 Romanians are 
trained and retrained each year at 
the centre, under a teaching staff of 
experts and instructors. The great 
importance the government at- 
tached to the development of 
tourism in the Black Sea resorts had 
led the Ministry- to open a branch of 
its centre there, at Mamaia. 

Courses offer a wide range of 
theoretical and practical training 
for the trainees to acquire up-to- 
date techniques special to tourism.

TRIPS forge strange friendships. I 
thought, staring ai the woman with 
whom I had been sharing my room 
and board. We were in a hotel cal- 
led La Bonne Auberge at Ferrette. a 
colourful village of 700 people 
located deep in the heart of the 
Alsacian Jura, an hour's car ride 
from the French-Swiss border. 

The night before we had wined 
'and dined on a seven-course meal of 
game, Alsacian salads and tarts, ex- 
changed jokes with a merry group 
of Austrians, members of an ex- 
clusive “Save the Frogs'* 
brotherhood (the French love to 
cook them in every possible man- 
ner), and chatted with Jean Geny. 
the owner, a rubicund, amiable 
Alasacian whose smile became 
wider and warmer when he learned 
we were Israelis. 

"We” were four women jour- 
nalists, all in our thirties, wiib wide- 
ly different tastes and personalities, 
brought together by the fifth group 
member, my room-mate, Air 
France’s public relations represen- 
tative in Israel. We had started the 
journey with misgivings: after all. 
journalists are not the easiest people 
to gel along with and when circum- 
stances throw one together for 
seven days, sharing roomi table and 
thoughts, one is naturally apprehen- 
sive. 

However, whether it was that the 
schedule was right, the leadership 
expert, or simply that it is impossi- 
ble to have a bad time in Alsace, we 
all enjoyed ourselves enormously. 
The beauty of the scenery, the ex- 
quisite food we tasted everywhere, 
the people's genuine warmth 
towards foreigners and of course, 
the large variety of wines always 
within reach, made our trip to 
Alsace an experience to be relived. 

Our tour was organized -by Air 
France, now promoting visits to the 
French provinces in an effort to 
convince Israelis that “France is not 
only Paris.*"A recently opened line 
now directly connects Mulhouse, in 
the Alsace to Paris and Tel Aviv, 
Lyon and Nice, with tickets at S37S. 
To do as we did, land in Mulhouse. 
rent a large car, lour Alsace for a 
week and drive down to Paris, 
should not cost more than SI, 000 
per person. If one knows where to 
go and what to chose, expenses can 
be cut down by at least 40 per cent. 

Mulhouse shares its international 
airport with nearby Basel, in 
Switzerland, and the two passport- 
control guichets stand side by side.

Established by the Romans 
almost 2,000 years ago as a military 
camp, Strasbourg has undergone 
successive foreign occupations, like 
the rest of Alsace. To this day, most 
Strasbourgians obviously dislike 
everything that is German, be it the 
language, habits or even the food. 
Choucroute. (shredded cabbage 
cooked with potatoes and -several 
kinds of meat), the region's 
traditional dish, is edible only on 
this side of the border, they claim. 

Today a thriving city of 400,000, 
Strasbourg is the seat of the Euro- 
pean Parliament, ' the Council of 
Europe and the European Court of 
Human Rights, besides being the 
main university town of eastern 
France. It holds a world-famous in- 
ternational music festival in June, 
European sample fair in September 
and a Christklndelsmarik (old 
Christmas market) in December. 

One of its main attractions, 
however, is the 12 lh century, sand- 
stone cathedral with its 
astronomical clock, an incredible 
work of mechanics which left us 
with our mouths agape. 
Constructed later, sometime in the 
16th century, and renewed 
throughout the years, the clock con- 
sists of a cenfral base divided into 
three parts, a side turret and a stair- 
casoft iadioetes not onlysshe^m er 
and .date hut- also the religious 
feasts, and the movements of stars, 
the sun and moon. 

No visit to Strasbourg is complete 
without a stroll through “La Petite 
, France," its lovely Renaissance-oid 


spend hours wandering from one lit- 
tle shop to another, tasting, typical 
Alsacian delicacies such as 
Kugelhopf (a dry fruit cake), 
blackberry pies, and foie gras, of 
course. Ending up with lunch at the . 
Maison KammerzelL a centuries- 
old tannery sow turned into a 
restaurant, where a princely lunch, 
costs S 20 . . 

Strangely enough! I learned, the 
city’s 15,000 Jews have all but been .

We want to make sure that no 
child in a hospital or institution will 
feel left out during Hanukka or 
Christmas, as well as ail the children 
who are with foster parents all over 
the country. There are ckse to 5,000 
children now with foster parents. 

We were not very gratified to 
learn this week that the October 
consumer price index had risen by 9 
per cent. It only served to 
emphasize the limitations on our 
spending power when buying toys; 
and we can only guess at the extent 
to which our financial resources will 
be affected by the November index.

Everywhere 
there is an extraordinary accumula- 
tion of the most lavish furniture and 
furnishings in fairytale sur- 
roundings. The imitation bamboo, 
and black and gold lacquered fur- 
niture is typical of the period. Fur- 
niture made by Thomas Hope and 
George Smith was a major influence 
in the development of the Regency 
Style. French furniture. Egyptian 
and Indian motifs, and the lavish 
use of gold were all much loved by 
the Prince. 

Dazzling crystal gasoliers, for the 
new invention of gas, were 
suspended from the ceilings of the 
sumptuous reception rooms in a 
fantastic variety of ways, and even 
the Great Kitchen is exotic. The 
Pavilion is open to the public every . 
day, and there are good guided 
tours. 

“Prinny," as he was known, 
through his powerful patronage 
over many years, stamped the town 
. with the distinguished character 
reflected in its Regency squares and 
terraces, where there are still 
superb Regency houses, with their 
vanilla-coloured pillars, billowing 
facades, and delicate balconies. 

The Prince fell in love with a 
young, twice widowed Catholic, 
Maria Fitzherbert, whom he secret- 
ly married in 1785. She had her own 
home, near the Pavilion, and they 
formal the pivot of the high life in 
Brighton for many years. Mrs. 
Fitzherbert died in Brighton in 
1837, aged 80, and is buried in St. 
John’s Roman Catholic church. The 
Prince, obliged by his enormous 
debts to do his duty, married a 
Royal wife, Princess Caroline of 
Brrinswick, but they parted after 
four months, and their only child, a 
daughter, died in childbirth. 

Brighton has never had a har- 
bour, although it was the place to 
catch the steam packet to France. 
The old Chain Pier built in 1823 
served as a landing stage. This has 
gone, and the West Pier still stands. 


The Palace Pier is 
open, with its amusements arcades, 
theatre, deck-chairs, and erf course,

With the coming of the railway in 
1851, Victorian Brighton grew 
rapidly into the large city it is today. 

The new Brighton Marina is the 
largest in Europe, and whether you 
are a boating type or not, a visit 
there is a must. 

The Tourist Centre, housed in a 
lovely old Adam house, built in 
1786, called Marlborough House, is 
helpful in giving information. 

Brighton is the conference centre 
of Britain, so if you are planning a 
visit, it is wise to reserve accom- 
modation. Despite the plethora of 

hotels, boarding houses, furnished 
flats and rooms it has a year-round 
season, and is almost always full. 

Brighton and Hove is a well es- 
tablished centre of English language 
schools and holiday courses. There 
are about 1.0,000 students studying 
at the Brighton Polytechnic, and 
nearby Sussex University. There is 
also a college of arts and crafts, and 
a teachers training college. 

Jews have lived in Brighton since 
1750. The first Jew, one Joseph 
Samuel, owned a jewellery shop, 
and ran a lodging bouse. Jews have 
played an active rale in civic life, 
and had excellent relations with the 
authorities since their earliest days. 

Many prominent families belong- 
ing to the Cousinbood have lived 
here, including the Sassoons, 
Montefiores, Mocattas, D'Avjgdor 
Goldmiths and Tamm an s. 

Maria Basevi, mother of Ben- 
jamin Disraeli, lived in Hove before 
her marriage to Isaac D'lsraeli in 
1802. 

Today there are between 12,500 
and 15,000 Jews, with five syn- 
agogues, and an active community. 
The cemetery was given to the 
Jewish community by Thomas Reed 
Kemp, a non-Jew who was a great 
benefactor, and after whom Kemp- 
town is named.

No sooner was this stated than it was categorically denied by the 
Saudi government. An official Saudi communique said Mr. 
Allaghani s views were "untimely" and he himself had no standing. 

The eight points of the plan," the communique added, “are dear 
and need no further interpretation.” 

Indeed they are, and they do. This must come as a shock to the 
U.S. government, and to some well-meaning persons in this countrv 
as well. ■ 


In the Knesset on -Monday, shortly before the official word had 
come from Riyadh, MK Yossi Sand derided attempts by some un- 
named Israeli diplomats to downgrade the importance of the 
Allaghani interview. Had the Saudi envoy stated that his country had 
not intended to recognize Israel he would not have been portrayed 
here as an insignificant little official, commented Mr. Sarid, sar- 
castically. 

If M K Sarid now has to eat his words, it is his own fault. Wishful 
thinking is a poor guide to political action. 

This, however, is true for the Right as well as for the Left. The 
Fahd plan is not what it is cracked up to be in official American eyes, 
but neither is it the complete monster that Israeli spokesmen have 
made of it. Herut's Moshe Arens, heading the bi-partisan Knesset 
delegation to Washington, was right in terming it, even if only 
momentarily, “a step in the right direction.’-' 

When comparing the eight-point plan, barren though it is of any 
profession of peace with Israel, with the traditional Saudi line as 
represented by a succession of Saudi delegates to the UN — Ahmad 
Shukeiry. for one, and then that clown-prince among ambassadors, 
Jamil Baroody — then Mr. Arens' conclusion appears inescapable, 
and not at ail the slip of the tongue it is supposed to have been. 

The Fahd Plan represents an attempt to subvert the Camp David 
agreements — by outflanking them. This approach, while not accep- 
table, is at least a step forward from the notion of jihad against Israel. 
In fact the plan is dangerous precisely because it is “a step in the right 
direction" and because it does somehow, despite itself, exude an aura 
of pcaceaBrlity. 

That is why the Fahd Plan makes progress towards the completion 
of the Camp David programme — the establishment of an autonomy 
for the Arab inhabitants of Judea, Samaria and Gaza — especially 
urgent and pressing. Yet the latest position of the government is that, 
while it would be preferable to wind up the autonomy talks by April 
25, this is by no means essential. 

Failure to" reach an agreement by that date would be no disaster, 
Mr. Begin is reported to have informed the cabinet on Sunday.. 
Deputy Foreign Minister Yehuda Ben-Meir, speaking to new 
recruits at the ministry the same day, went even further. Israel, he 
said, could live very well without an agreement on the establishment 
of the autonomy. In its absence the status quo would prevail for any 
length of foreseeable time. 

This is plainly the official view, and it represents a total delusion. 
In the absence of an autonomy agreement after April 25, Egypt may 
still observe the peace treaty to the letter, but international pressure 
for an alternative Palestinian solution could become unbearable. 
And the Fahd Plan could form the basis for a world-wide consensus: 
instead of a five-year hiatus in which to work out an arrangement for 
the West Bank and Gaza, a prescription for wrenching these areas 
wholly, and immediately, from Israel's grasp. 

The burden of shaping an autonomy agreement is. needless to say, 
not Israel’s alone. But it is surely in Israel's national interest to make 
haste in reaching an agreement. To pretend that this is a matter of in- 
difference to Israel, is nonsense. 


Unde rmining the Histadrut 


TRANSPORT MINISTER Haim Corfu should really not be angry 
with Deputy Premier David Levy for meddling in the El Al dispute. 
For one thing. Mr. Levy achieved nothing and solved nothing, as 
Buma Shayit's abrupt resignation yesterday demonstrated, and that 
alone could be Mr. Corfu's sweet revenge: 

However, Mr. Corfu should take a broader view of the matter, for 
there is no doubt that Mr. Levy — regardless of his immediate 
motives in poaching upon Mr. Corfu's hunting ground — served a 
higher purpose that has always been central to Herut's philosophy 
and strategy: to undermine the Histadrut. 

Mr. Levy has done nothing for El AI. or for El Al’s workers. On the 
contrary, he has contributed substantially to torpedoing any prospect 
of putting the national airline back on its feel. He has. how ever, been 
quite successful in prying EI.Al’s workers still further away from the 
Histadrut, whose authority over this group of rambunctious em- 
ployees has long been about as effective as that of the International 
Labour Office. 

If any proof was needed that the point of Mr. Levy s interference 
was not onlv to drive a wedge between a group of workers and the 
Histadrut. but also to point out the impotence of a General Federa- 
tion of Workers that swears by national responsibility. Finance 
Minister Yoram Aridor promptly supplied it yesterday. 

Picking up the hint from Mr. Levy, with whom he had for many 
vears shared the leadership of the Herut faction in the Histadrut. Mr. 
Aridor met with the representatives of the famous 13 national works 
committees, to discuss [heir demands, over the head of the Histadrut. 
He must no doubt have remembered that only a week ago. the head 
of the Histad rut's Trades Union Division, Mr. Yisrael Kessar, denied 
on the Moked television programme that he had ever met with this 
eroup of powerful works committees (which seems to be a hair-truth J 
and stated that the Histadrut does noL recognize the group as a body. 

Mr Aridor obviously picked up the cue — he recognizes the group 
of 1 3 For his purpose, which is to demonstrate that the Histadrut has 
no real power, he even has no need to give the 13 committees what 
they demand. In fact, he can even afford to turn them down. Nor is 
his message directed at the 13. TAerknow that the Histadrut has little 
real power over them. The message is directed at the great mass oF 
other wage earners and their works committees, and it says: forget 
ihe Histadrut — you have a godfather in the government and in the 
Likud To this end the Aridor-Levy team is prepared to risk the 
anarchy ’in- labour relations that would accompany any further 

weakening of the Histadrut. , 

For the time being, the Histadrut does not seem to have an effec- 
tive answer to the Aridor-Levy tactics, and Mr. Meshel is unlikely to 
find it during his present trip to the U.S. 

One possible answer to this attempt to undermine the Histadrut s 
authority might be to confront the works committees of these most 
affluent among wage earners with the choice of either staying in the 
Histadrut and accepting its authority, or being kicked out and left to 
the mercies of Messrs. Levy and Aridor. 

So far. both the Histadrut and these works committees have tried 
to eat their cake and have it, too — to obtain, by fair means or foul, 
more than other wage earners can get, and at the same time to hang 
on to the Histadrut as a last-rcson source of support. The Histadrut. 
on the other hand, has played the same game on the other side of the 


Perhaps a more muscular course would also make it possible for 
[he Hisiadrut to become a little more militant regarding the interests 
of reallv low-paid workers. It has shunned such militancy for fear it 
would lead to more exorbitant wage demands by the upper-income 
levels of wage earners — specifically, the group of 1 3 whom it docs 
not recognize. 
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Labour talk about creation of a national unity government merely 
highlights the party’s failure to construct effective leadership, 
writes YOSEF GOELL. 


MAY 17, 1977, the day Menacbem 
Begin and his party finally made it 
to power after 29 years in opposi- 
tion, should have been a red-letter 
day for all those concerned with the 
development of Israel's democracy, 
regardless of which party they voted 
for. It was the day that Israel's 
democracy passed its conclusive 
test: the peaceful, orderly transfer 
of power as a result of the decision 
of the voters. 

But progress usually lurches 
forward in fits and starts. The 
record of the past four and a half 
years provides incontrovertible and 
dejecting evidence of the manner in 
which the Likud’s constituent par- 
ties wasted their 29 years in opposi- 
tion by failing to prepare for the day 
when they would finally grasp the 
reins of power. Four years later, 
they have still not learned how to 
govern with even a modicum of ef- 
fectiveness. 

The recent artificial flurry over 
Labour overtures to Begin concern- 
ing the possibility of a “government 
of national unity” is an indication 
that Labour itself has made the 
same mistakes as the Likud: it has 
failed to take advantage of its 
period in opposition to prepare in- 
ternally for a return to power. 


that those arch-rivals for the 
leadership of Labour — chairman 
Shimon Peres and challenger 
Yitzhak Rabin — seem to have 
made common cause. The latest 
flurry was set off by an article at the 
weekend by Rabin in favour of such 
an attempt. 

It is understandable that a fqrmer 
prime minister like Rabin and a 
would-be prime minister like Peres 
should be chafing at the unac- 
customed frustrations of being out 
of power. Apparently, the frustra- 
tions are so great that the iwo are 
prepared to stand on the same side 
of the fence for tactical reasons. 

But there is nothing in the exer- 
cise for the Labour Party; nothing 
for Begin and his government; and 
above all. nothing for the nation. 

The main purpose of forming a 
government of national unity during 
a period of emergency is to suspend 
the critical functions of the opposi- 
tion for the duration of the 
emergency, when a premium should 
legitimately be placed on decisive 
and concerted action by the 
country's executive leadership. 


IF THE LIKUD has not yet learned 
how to govern. Labour has not yet 
made its peace with the necessity of 
fulfilling its functions as the opposi- 
tion in a parliamentary system and 
of using that period to prepare for 
the next electoral confrontation. 
For that is the name of the game in 
a parliamentary democracy. 

The interesting thing about the 
latest flirtation with the idea of a 
“government of national unity” is 


A SUSPENSION of criticism is the 
last thing our political system needs 
at present. Moreover, there is ’a 
danger of crying wolf once too often 
in regard to the very concept of 
what constitutes a national 
emergency — and one that could 
justify such a suspension. Israel has 
lived in a state of permanent crisis 
since its inception in 1948 and for 
more than a decade before that. 
Given the innate instability of the 
region, there is every reason to 
believe that this permanent crisis 
will be with us for at least several 
generations more. 


IT IS THE TASK of our national 
leadership to accustom us to living 
with that permanent crisis. Such an 
educational function on the part of 
political leaders requires, among 
other qualities, a level-headed 
resistance to exaggerating the ac- 
tual nature of the emergencies the 
country faces; and a squelching or 
the habitual tendency to overreact 
to what are relatively normal 
aspects of that prolonged crisis. 

The very likely prospect of a turn 
for the worse in our relations with a 
U.S. administration, hell bent — for 
its own misguided reasons — on 
fawning to the Saudis, and the ob- 
vious inability of the Begin govern- 
ment to deal with inflation and 
economic stagnation are serious 
problems in themselves. Calling for 
a government of national unity to 
deal with them is a very human, but 
also a very misguided, attempt to 
evade the issues themselves. 

Israelis of every political persua- 
sion should hope that the Begin ' 
government eventually proves able 
to deal with these and other 
problems for the good of the 
country. The response to the possi- 
ble dashing of such hopes should be 
the, holding of early elections and, 
hopefully, the installation of a 
government that is able to tackle 
our critical problems more effec- 
tively. 

That is expressed in a purposely 
vague fashion because at present 
the evidence is that the Labour op- 
position would not provide a more 
effective government if given the 
chance. Which is one of the reasons 
Peres and Labour will, in all 
likelihood, not be given that chance 
in the immediate future. 

Israel’s only experience with u 
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government of national unity has lit-, 
tle to recommend it. The co-opting 
of Begin and Dayan to the Eshkol 
government on the eve of, the Six 
Day War in 1967 was a response, to 
an orchestrated public hysteria;- it 
made no difference to the conduct 
of the war or to its dramatic results. - 

The appointment of Dayan as 
minister of defence did indeed have 
an electrifying effect on the morale 
of the troops at the front, but it 
would be stretching the English 
language to make the same claim 
for Begin’s appointment as minister 
without portfolio. 

Actually, the main retuiqh' that ' 
Israeli governments have been un- 
able to govern with even a minimum 
of effectiveness for most of the past 
decade has been the magnification : 
of the inherent wealujess of coali- 
tion governments. 'Hie inclusion of 
Labour ministers in" an already un- 
wieldy cabinet would be a turn for 
the worse rather than for the better.
